DETAILED ACTION 

1. The request filed on August 16, 2000, for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) 
under 37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 08/952,475 is acceptable and a CPA has 
been established. An action on the CPA follows. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 2-4, 7, 10-13, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Giese. 

Applicant is referred to paragraph no. 7, paper no. 5 and paragraph no. 6, paper no. 8. 

4. Claims 7/1 1, 10/12, 11, 12, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bonkowski. 

Applicant is referred to paragraph no. 8, paper no. 5 and the last sentence in paragraph no. 
6, paper no. 8. 

5. Claims 2-4, 7/2-4, 10/13 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bonkowski as applied to claims 7/11, 10/12, 1 1, 12, 16 and 17 above, and further in view of 
Helmef et al. 

Applicant is referred to the reasoning set forth in paragraph no. 9, paper no. 5. 
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6. Applicant's arguments filed May 17, 2000, have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's contentions with regard to Giese are without merit since Giese discloses 
cholesterol reducing properties present in meat products. 

Bonkowski suggests reduced cholesterol levels in meats, as applicant recognizes. 
However, applicant fails to recognize that lowering cholesterol levels in meat will result in lower 
cholesterol levels in the consumers of such meat. Moreover, say protein, as present in the meat 
product of Bonkowski, is a well know cholesterol reducer. 

1 , All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the parent application prior to the 
filing of this Continued Prosecution Application under 37 CFR 1.53(d) and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action. Accordingly, THIS
